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FPrince Napoleon.,

T™he Paria ('ur’rvmlnnhh-n? of the Pad M andl
Waadllo writes as follows concerning I'rince
HNapoleon: -

Bide by side with the ohance of the Urleans
family hangs aunothor, lsss brillisnt, less
worthy, but one which still ocoasionally erops
up in a eertain political oirele, circumaombed
enough, no doubt, bat full of ambition and
restlepanods; it is the real thongh not avowad
oom on of Prinee Napoleon, first prinoe of
the blood and conxin-german of the Emperor,

There are a few people who imagine that if
the Empire were to come, in some way or
other, to be overthrown, Prince Napoleon
would have & chance of confinuing n dynasty
of which ho at least belisves himself to be
the most legitinate ropresentative. It is n
hypothesis which wmust have been often sug-
gosted to the Engliah publie, us it has been to
our own, under circumstances which seemed
$o favor it, but which died away without
merious consequence. It is always very diffi.
oult to step surely into the darkuess of futu-
rity; atill, it is possible, leaning on the data
furnished by the present, to advanoe a little
way into that whir}] is to come. Accordingly,
given the situation of the Duke of Orleans
mnder the Restoration, it was pretty safe to
beoome prophatio; and Lounis Philippe was
ingomuch the appointed successor of the
elder branch, in case of a revolution, as that
his fortune had been often foretold for him,
though he for his own part troubled himself
little mbout it. Prince Napoleon, on the con-
trary, troubles himself much and por-
meveringly, For more than twenty
years he has mot ceased to pursue
his purpose; and, to all appearance, he will
not abandon it so long as he lives., What
supcess can sach a project have? Heaven
alone knows; but within the limitsimposed
by uncertainty and human fallibility we may
sonsgider the question, or, to put it in another
way, dissipate the dream. The moral and

litical position of Prince Napoleon is far
rom good; and, though in these latter days
it has somewhat improved, it is still far from
being what one cou[ld desire—for him. That
he does not eénjoy public estesm is the least
one can say: to be perfectly just, it would be
necessary to use severer and more acourate
langunge, which shall not be employed here
in deference to the susceptibilities of the
English public, The sentiments exeited by
the Prince's conduct are all but unanimous,
But are they deserved ? Of this any one may
judge {rom & review of the Prince’s career,

The Prince Napoleon returned to Fraunce
with hig father, King Jerome, in 15847, through
the clemency of Lonis Philippe and thanks
to the intervention of all the Ministers, from
M, Thiers to M, Guizot, Furthermore, father
and son were set down for pensions from the
privy purse, one for 100,000 and the other
for 50,000 francs. The arrangements were
not completed when the revolution of Febru-
ary came about, The Prince's gratitude is
notorions; and when he found an opportunity
of attacking the Orleans family from the
tribnne of the Senate, where they could not
defend themselves, he did not fail to fall upon
them as hotly as if he had never received
from them a personal kindness, Secarcely had
he been nominated to the Assembly of 1848,
when Prince Napoleon went and ranged him-
salf with the extreme Left, placed himself, in
the langnage of the times, on the crest of the
Mountain, where he soon became distin-

ed for the violence of his opinions,

ldly regarded by his mnew friends,
with their habitnal distrosifulness, he
nevertheless remained in their ranks, and
expressed a fierce hostility to the designs
——then beginning to show themsslves pretty
ﬂ.:inl —of his cousin, the President of the
ubliec, He did not brag that he would

ill him if he made himself Emperor, as
other members of the family averred he did;
but in conversation he treated him with the
most supreme disdain, and the speeches he
from time to time delivered from the tribune
by no means contradicted what he said in
private confidence. At the coup d'etat of De-
eamber 2 the Prince endeavored to attach
himself to thore of the more determined re-
presentatives who summoned the people to
resist. He met with sorry welcome; and
earing little to run into useless danger, the
Prince did not carry very far those first ten-
tative movements towards a bloody issue. He
quietly withdrew into relirement, still pre-
serving the more than democratic sentiments
he affected, and not concealing them when-
ever he found an occasion for them,

Some months after the coup d'elat, in April
and in May, 1852, his indignation still burned
as hotly as ever; and what doubly kindled his
ire was to see in the hands of another the
sceptre he regarded as his natural right. He
lmg1 never mknowledm the legitimacy of
Prinoe Louis—‘‘who n't a drop of Dona-
parte blood in his veins"—and on this doubt.
ful foundation he continned to build up his
own pretensions and to rest his repugnance
towards his cousin. However, when Lhe
Dictatorship was confirmed, and, above all,
when the empire had made for itself a solid
basis, the ill-humor of the Prince subsided,
and he accepted from that detested cousin
the title of first prince of the blood, a pen-
gion which amounted to more than a million,
the rank of general of division, and all other
favors that were olferaed him. It is doubtless
well remembered how he behaved at the siege
of Bebastopol. An improvised general by
virtue of his birth, and bearer of the grand
military namae of Bonaparte, he was bound to
show at least as much bravery as any soldior
in the fleld; he had to justify his exceptional
promotion and to maintain the lustre of his
family. Far from that, the Prince, who had
never done a deed of note, quitted the siege
at the critical moment on the ground of ill
health, and returned to France, leaving be-
hind him a very nndesirable character among
an army which piques itself on being the
bravest of the brave. To this firat mistake,
which is known to all the world, the Prince
added another, which, although it is less no-
torious, did him no less injury with his com-
panions in arms, Boearcely had he returned
to France when he published an anonymous
pamphlet, wherein, while revealing the se-
crets of the conncils of war at which he had
been present, he attributed to himself a noble
part, and found fault with the whole plan of
a campaign which others had eonceived and
CAr out under the enemy's fire, The
hostility aronsed against himm by such con.
duct may well be imagined. Nor did the
campaign in Italy re.establish his character.
the commandant of the 5Sth Corps, who had
not had to fire a shot, appeared something
worseé than ridioulons. If his appointment
wis & calculated scheme for still farther
lowering the Prince's position, he was com-
pletely #uped by it; and thetaeticsemployedto
depreciate him sucoeeded to the very bant of
his most declared adversaries.

if Prince Napoloon drended the fire of the
Russians in the Crimen, and that of the Ans.
trinng in Italy, he bad little mora inclinntion
to facé cold stesl on the field of honor. Any.
where such conduct would be dealt with
keenly; but in France it ia hard to express all
the discredit it entails. 'l'!l!iri? is no possi.
bility of getting over it. The I'l_-mne. how-
ever, was unconscions of the feclings he ex-
| cited, and behaved ns if he kuew nothing
about it. Summonsd to the ministry of
Algeria by a eaprice of arbitrary power, as he
bad already been sept to an embassy and to
command an army corps, he failed to kee
his position omce more; ratiring from the
ministry after barely a fow months' slovenly
administration, which plonged all the ser-
vices inte profound disorder. The flecting
Ministry of Algeria was a sort of orgie or
distempered dream, which may be taken to
foreshadow what would be the reign of
Prince Napoleon if Inck, which ao frequently
dominates human affairs, were one day to
crown his desires by making him ruler of
France, '

All this, however, had neither disgusted nor
enlightened his eousin; and Napoleon 111, to
whor so many misoalenlations onght to have
been a warning, nominated the Prince, even
despite the opposition of the Empress, Vice
President of the Privy Council, After
the Emperor's own position in the State, there
wa# none higher than that. Had the sove-
reign vanished from the scene by one of those
accidents only too easy to foresee, the Vice-
President of the Privy Conneil would have
been 1i¥ted at once to the mastery of affairs,
especially as to s title so exalted in itself he
ndded that of First Prince of the Blood, It
wis an egregious error on the part of Na
leon I1I, nor was it long nnpunished. The
instinetive apprebensions of the Empress were
soon justified, The Emperor had gone on
that strange trip to Algeria, and Eugenie was
Eroviﬁiun regent at Paris, when Prince

\npoleon, insugurating at A jaccio a monument
m honor of the founder of the family, deliv-
ered that andacious speech which sent a thrill
through all France, Bonapartist and other-
wise, The “*diselassed Ciesar,” a8 he wau
pleasad to have himself called by his inti-
wates, assumed p posture of rivalry inst
his cousin, and openly stretched ont his hand
for the sceptre be thought himself more capa-
ble of wielding. The effect of this speech
was the more tremendous as the Prince'’s own
journals published it in Paris on the very day
it was (Iell;vum:l in Corsica, The alarm of the
Empress was extrome, and she wrote forth-
with to the absent Emperor. Chastisement
immediately followed. The Tmperial letter
of May 24, 1865, revealed what were Prince
Napoleon's pretensions and the impression
they had produced. The Prince was dismisged
from theVice-Presidency, and the enemy who
bad entered the fortress by a sort of surprise
wns foroed to evacuate it. There wns no
prosecution of the journals concerned in the
oscapade, and the Prince concealod his
mortitication under covar  of the
reforms he introduced into his household
with more parsimoniousness than dignity.
Two whole years Prince Napoleon had to re-
main in obscurity and silence. It was only
in 1867 that he emerged therefrom to become
President of the Commission at the Universal
Exhibition, The exhibition over, no one
thought any more of the Prince, when the
Senatus-Consultum of September last fur-
nished him with an opportunity of delivering
a speech which had a powerful effect upon
the nation. This gpeech was liberal, sensi-
ble, and bold. Never had the Prince achieved
a like snecess; but the trinmph, well deserved
as it was, conld not restore the popularity he
bad lost, or an esteem that could be felt for
him no more, whatever pledges of wisdom
and prudence he might henceforth give.

Here, then, isa position destroyed: and
there is no #eeing how any fortnity of oir-
cumstances is likely to re-establish it, No
one denies, however, that Prince Napoleon is
endowed with many and brilliant gifts. He
has n great deal of wit, and, when he pleases,
he can be charming in conversation. His
intellect is very lively and of wide range.
He bas an inquiring epirit which embraces
ull subjects; he has n quick imegination and
& good memory; he has read much and re-
tained much that he has read. He has,
moreover, an easy and impressive delivery,
| and as he is troubled by few saruples and but
| little delicacy, he says all that comes into his

head; and he is equally unsparing towards

ideas and towards persons. He isnot, properly
| speaking, an orator, but he always rouses his

audience, and, as he is himself very impas.
sioned, he easily works upon those who listen
to him, But he finds it hard to convince
them, bocanse he himself has too little con-
viction, In a word, the Prince possesses
some very striking faculties, of which he has
never known how to make good use; and at
the time of life he has now reached it is not
probable he will learn to employ to better
purposie the exceptional gifts he has raceived
rom Heaven, Having such designs as he
cherishes, and even parades with singular
frankness, Prince Napoleon naturally at-
tempted to form a party of his own. Butin
this he was not more successful than in other
things, and the overtures he made to dema-
goguism failed just as they would if he had
made them to the bourgeoisie, who fear
and hate him with a reciprocal hate
and fear. It would be difficult to
explain the isolation of the Prince if ous
did not know his character, Violent, hanghty,
self-seeking, he has no symputhy with any
one at all; and hearts shrink from a heart
which is never, never open. The Prince,
moreover, i8 not very generous; and that is a
rrave failing for a pretender and conspirator.

e is regular in his expenditure, but he is
never open-hauded; and he doss not always
compensate by superficial agreeubleness for
fundamental indifference. This is not the
place for quoting private anocdotes, but there
is abundance of thew; they are well known,
and the personal character of the Prince does
not gein by them. And now, to sum up this
long letter about Prince Napoleon, scan tlLe
foture destinies of IFrance, and you will be
able to say within yourself, “'He iz not the
coming man. "
